recently about the .endocrine or 


ductiess glands and their in- 
ternal secretions. Berman in his 
book, The Glands Regulating 
Personality, speaks of the “body- 
mind” as a perfect corporation— 
that is, perfect aside from the 
little insurgencies, inadequacies and 
frictions which arise. 

“Of this corporation, the glands 
of internal secretions are the 
directors. ‘The disturbances 
of one of them mean the dis- 
turbances of them all. . .Be- 
hind the body and behind the 
mind is this board of governors.” 

Today I am going to tell you 
a little about the thyroid, one of 
the most important members of 
the board of directors in the house 
of glands. The thyroid gland is 
situated in the neck. Its two 
masses, connected by a narrow 
bridge, sit astride the wind-pipe. 
It ie especially well supplied with 
blood vessels. Uniess it is en- 
larged it is not noticeable. When 
it enlarges we call & a goitre (from 
guttur, throat.) 

The internal secretion which 
is given off from the thyroid and 
taken up by its numerous blood 
vessels, has a great deal to do with 
the proper functioning of the body. 
It influences the other endocrine 
glands, it influences the repro- 
ductive and digestive functions, and 
it exerts some control over the 
functions of other organs as we'll. 
It also has something to do with 
the destruction of poisons in the 
system. 

One of the chief functions of this 
giand is to regulate the energy 
wtiiiaation of the body. In other 
words) it regulates the metabolism. 
(By meabolism is meant the com- 
plicated process of building up and 
breaking down the body tissues.) 
When there is an oversupply— 
hyper-secretion—this building up 
and breaking down g«0 at a 
more rapid rate. When there is 
an lunder-secretion——-hypo-secre- 
tion—the body metabolism goes on 
at a much slower rate. 

There is often an increase in the

and lactation. This shows that the 
thyroid and the reproductive 
system have some relationship. 
There are three classes of diseases 
which arise when the thyroid is 


disordered: 

First: Hypo-thyroidiem. This 
is associated with shrinking of the 
gland and diminish functional 
activity. 

Second: Hyper-thyroidiem: As- 
sociated with enlargement of the 
gland and increased functional 
activity. 

Third: Simple goiter. This is 
associated with enlargement of the 
giand with apparently little or no 
constitutional effects. 

Hypo-thyroidism is sometimes 
called cretinism when it develops 
in babyhood and childhood, and 
myxedema when it develops in 
adults. Cretinism is usually con- 
genital, or develops in early years 
of childhood. It is characterized 
by imperfect development of 
body and of the mind—so 
great degree 

ema, a 4 of 
hypo-th ism developing in 
adults, women mostly, is charac- 
terized by great slowness of the 
body and mind, and is usually as- 
sociated with tremblihgs and 
twitchings. There is great over- 
growth of the tissues under 
skin, with a deposit of fat. 
whole body is unwieldy and the 
mind the same. The hair becomes 
dry and brittle and may be en- 
tirely lost. Marvelous results are 
frequently attained in cretinism 
and myxedema cases when the 
thyroid secretions are supplied arti- 
fically and in right doses. 

Hyper-thyroidism or exopthalmic 
goiter is a disease in which there 
is an enlargement of the thyroid 
gland accompanied by in 
functional activity. It is called ‘ex. 
opthaimic’ goiter because there is 
a bulging of the eyeballs to a 
greater or leas degree. There are 
disturbances of the heart and 
nervous system also. —

Sewer and Fire Issues Will 
be Awarded; Bids Above 
Par Expected 


- Bealed bids will be opened by 
the City Council at 19:30 o'clock 
next Monday morning for $2,500,- 
000 fire bonds authorized by the 
voters at the election last Novem- 
ber and for $2,000,000 sewer 
bonds, which is the first block to 
be sold of the $12,000,000 issue of 
sewer improvement bonds author- 
ized by the voters last August. 

The bonds are expected to bring 
high prices, as there is q great de- 
mand throughout the country 
among investors for Los Angeles 
municipal bonds. All bidders are 
expected to offer par and large 
premiums.

DOMINION 
SIGNS PACT 
ON HER OWN 


Fisheries Treaty Comple- 
tion Marks Break in Tra- 
liti of British W ard ship 


DISPATCH.) 

OTTAWA (Ont.) March 6.—For 
the first time in her history Can- 
ada has completed a treaty with a 
foreign nation without the inter- 
vention of the British government 
and without a representative of the 
London Foreign Office attaching his 
signature to the document. 

The conventicn between the 
United States and the Dominion of 
Canada—one of the last docu- 
ments to be placed before the Con- 
gress which came to an end on 
Saturday, bore the signaturts of 
Secretary of State Hughes for the 
American government and of Ern- 
est Lapointe, Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries of Canada, for the 
Dominion government. The fact 
marks a step forward in the prog- 
ress of Canada towarti free ani 
independent nationhood and the' 
step was not accomplished without 
a struggle with Downing street. 

The terms of the treaty were 

upon two months ego but 
the determination of Prime Minis- 
ter King and his government that 
Canada should act alone in mak- 
ing treaties led to strong opposi- 
tion from London and Ambassa- 
dor Sir Auckland Geddes succeed- 
ed in having the completion of 
the treaty delayed. 

The treaty brings into torce a 
convention regarding closed sea- 
sons and other regulations bovern- 
ing the halibut fisheries off the Pa- 
cific Coast of Canada and _ the 
United States. 

The firm stand taken by the 
King government has resulted in a 
break in the itions of British 
dealings with ‘its self-governing 
deminions and merks a _ definite 
emergence from the state of ward 
ship in which Canada, together 
with Australia, South Africa and 
New Zealand, hitherto has been 
held.
